Will you kindly describe a universal 
Joint and its action? 
• 
A universal Joint Is a mechanism 
Hint is designed to have free nngulur 
movement with iswltlve rotary move­ 
ment. 
Its function Is to allow two 
shafts at varying angles to each other 
to have a positive driving connection. 


Can you tell me the difference, if 
any, between a torsion, torque, strut 
and radius rod? 
Torsion rods, torque rods, torsion 
tubes and topple urms are nil the same 
In office. 
This office Is to prevent a 
live driving axle from tw isting axially 
In response to Its own and tile vehicle’s 
Inertia Instead of transm itting the 
torque of the drive. 
In other words. 
all of these devices are to resist the 
torque reaction. 
Tim torque Is tho 
tw isting effort, of the driving means, 
whose object is to turn the wheels. 
Then* are two general forma of torque 
meinltera, the torsion tula* aud the 
torque arm. 
The torsion tufa* Is a 
tubular inclosure for the driving shaft, 
which Is usually yoked or otherwise 
pivoted to the fram e ut Its front. The 
lea ct Ion of the axel In driving causes 
it to press on the underside of the 
frame. 
The reaction la braking Is In 
the reverse direction and causes It, to 
pull downward on the frame. A torque 
arm has a sim ilar mission, hut it is la 
the form of an arm . either to one side 
or directly under the driving shnfL 
The radius rod or stru t rod Is a me in­ 
lier designed to k(s*p the axle In place 
against Its tendency to move forward 
under driving siree* or to move back­ 
ward when the brakes are applied. 
The term s are synonymous. 


Would It ba batter for atartlng my 
motor to aborter! the Intake manifold 
and uee a cowl gasoline tank? Would 
it improve the pulling to any extant? 
Brububly beneficial results as fur as 
motor operation Is concerned would 
come from raising tin* carburetor aud 
shortening Hie Intake, as you would 
give last chance for Condensation of 
the fuel, hut It Is doubtful lf the results 
obtained would w arrant tho cxpenac 
and trouble. 


The gasoline tank on my ais cylinder 
car la on the rear end of the car, and 
the gaaollne la forced up to an auxil- 
iary tank on the dash. 
It then flowe 
down to the carburetor. 
I also have rn 
four cylinder oar, and tha gasoline tank 
e undar the front seat, and tha gaso­ 
line flows from there to tha carbu­ 
rator. 
When running vary slawly for 
twenty minutea in hot weather the 
gasoline will stop flowing to the car­ 
buretor, and tha car atop*, 
lf I wait 
five minutes the gasoline will begin to 
flow again and everything will work 
properly. Both care work exactly alike 
in this respect. Can you give me aome 
advice ^n thief 
The* fact that tw o cars act tho sn me 
renders this n very mysterious state Of 
affairs, but there are two explanations 
which may lit the case. 
Tho first ex­ 
planation is that there are air leeks In 
the piping. 
It very often Implants 
that In installing the gasoline line 
large vertical bends are allowed to 
occur in the pilling. 
When this hap 
pens there are ren n in limey when the 
gasoline will lie draw ly away and 
what corresponds to a latin* bubbly 
will form in tho bend
